Remember all meetings held dur. 
the month of November were beld in 
Chas, MeCarty’s store except Nov 17 
at which time the meeting was held 
in the home of Bisbop Knight for the 
purpose of sustaining Jos. Bevan and 
Ephriam B. Hicks as Counsellors. 

Do you know where stands the first 
home of Bishop Knight? Many of you 
young people will be surprised when 
1 tell you that the present home of 
Viola LaMar is the first house 
Bishop William Knight built. However 
they did not live there for long but 
built a fine commodious home (the 
present home of Art Roland) The 
Knights sold this home to Chas Me- 
Carty when Tah 
1907,

While these meelings were being 
held in the old Mercantile “Unele” 
Jesse was building a Church for the 
handful of pioneers and in the meet- 
ing of Nov. 10th. (the first meeting 
over which the new Bishop presided) 
Elder John W. Taylor asked the men 
to volunteer to go to work a few 
days on the new Meefing House and 
help hasten its advancement far 
enough to render it possible to be 
used for meetings. Elder Taylor said 
he wanted to contribute work on the 
new Chureh if only to saw a board 
and put it up so he could say he 
had helped build the first Church in 
Raymond. 

Question: When was the first Meet- 
ing held in the new Church? 

Answer: December 6th, 1901. Pres. 
Chas. O. Card and his Councillor, 
Thos. Duce were in attendance from 
Cardston. The Meeting House was 
presented to the Raymond Ward by 
Jesse Knight at a cost of $2,000.00. 

Question: When this little 
Church dedicated? 

Answer: May 25th. 1902. As Colon- 
ists began to arrive in the new town 
the little Church on the hill soon be- 
came inadequate and in 1903 the Set- 
tlers banded together and began to 
build a larger and more suitable Ward 
and Stake House. This second place 
of Worship completed by 1904, 
seating 1,250 people by using the gal- 
lery.
